Ts that we hear a lot 
of you are heading straight toward the ‘phone 
bands for your first contacts, solely because 
you fear the boys an CW are too fast for you 
‘and can't he bothered with the slower speed of 
fhe usual newcomer”. 

Tre, there are some lide who will rattle 
hack to a neophyte at 30 w.p.m—just to <eare 
him off the fence, It isn't = gencral practice 
though. Most old timers are quick to recall 
their own bexinnings and become quite mellow 
when the self-conscious fist af a nipper ap- 
pears for judzment. Personally, we aren't too 
concerned about this phase. Maybe it's because 
we have a pretty high opinion of most af those 
individuals categorized as “CW Men". 

We distinetly remember 3 fellow telling us 
‘one time that it was a very difficult thing for 
hhim to settle down to the business of learning 
the cade and that he was going to cram to get 
the 15 per ‘down pat” for the examination— 
Decause he wanted to ket on "phone soon as he 
eould—he'd never use the dot and dash system 
once he got through the R.I’s office! Outside 
of that one shortcoming he had all the quall- 
fieations of a real ham, We asked him why he 
had such a complete disregard for the basic 
form of communication. Tt was with great 
alarm that we listened ta: ".. . . it is so much 
more “social” to talk to another fellow by use 
of your own voiee, and to hear other fellows 
voice coming back—so much simpler to get 
across: what each wanted to say—further, and 
finally that CW lacked personality.” To our 
minds it brought thoughts of the fellow who 
Doasted of his ability as an aireraft pilot. We 
‘were quite impressed until we asked him if it 
‘were true that flying’s most expert knowledge 
was required during take-offs and landing. He 
ssid that there was always someone with him 
“to do that part.” Strikes us. that there is 
an astounding simile here. And it isn't neces- 
sary to recount the number of cases where 

pmerzencies have proved the point. A good 

‘Phone Man” is an asset co amateur radio— 
especially in emergencies—a good 'phone man, 
ynul ean bet, has had his “ground training” in 
ow. 

So far as personality is concerned, one of 
our ood pals once told us of an interesting 
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experience, He had been using his rig on 75 
for a considerable portion of the evening. Ata 
later hour, he had a sked on CW. He QSYed, 
cleared the hook, and settled down for a rag 
chew which took wp the better part of an hour. 
Much Jater_as he drew covers over shoulder 
in the peace of a Conneetient aight, he was 
aroused—by realization of a thought—that 
even thoagh he had spoken voice-to-voice an 75 
for the hest part of that evening, his CW QSO, 
dots to dots, rashes to dashes, hadn't set itself 
apart as an eatirely different means of co 
munication at all. He realized that he ws 
aware of the warmth of a personality, and a 
yoiee, at the other end—by CW. Such’ an ex- 
ampla may require cousiderable thinking on 
the part of our friend who would eram to get 
by the RU. at 15 per and on into the ‘phone 
band.

It is with heavy heart that we record the accidental death of Cliff 


itchon, 


Ve4AE, of Winnipeg. Below is the story received from the Winnipeg 
Amateur Radio Club—Switch to Safety! 


Owing to the fact that Cliff was alone at his 
trandmitter at the time of the acc-dent, a posi 
tive statement of exactly what happened can- 
not be given. However, we will outline what we 
presume did happen. First of all a brief out- 
line of the layout. Pieture yourself standing 
and facing the centre of the operating table. 
Immediately below the table were all relevant 
power supplies. On the table, and slightly to 
your Tight, was the receiver. Above the re- 
‘ceiver, and’ at approximately chest height, was 
a shelf upon which rested the transmitter 
‘which was builton a chromium-plated chassis. 
and had a pair of 83's in the final.with approx- 
imately 2500 volts on the plates. The rig was 
plate, modulated. On the day in question, Sun- 
day, June 22, 1947, it was raining, and it is 
‘thought that Cliff was in QSO with W9BPQ 


of Maswood, Illinois, and apparently during 
the QSO, of immediately following, he at- 
tempted fo make some adjustment to the an- 
tenna loading or to the final, The microphone 


was in his right hand and his left hand had 
polled the transmitter off the shelf, when dis- 
covered, so it would seem that his left hand

id, therefore, completed 


‘The general consensus of opinion here is that 
Cliff was building his rig for fine appearance, 
and had omitted the safety factor. We feel 
that with a layout of this type if a person did 
accidentally get a jolt, they would be more 
likely to fall forward into the danger rather 
than away from

NOISY VOLUME CONTROLS? 


Ever hear of a life tet? We 
lite test is where you try something 
out to see which will last longer, you 
or it. All progressive manufacturers 
keep part of their Engineering De- 
partment busy testing, and IRC is no 
exception. We have always devoted 
a large share of these studies to 
volume controls, for there is always 
room for improvement. When we 
compare our present product with 
prewar controls we feel pretty good, 
but we will never be satisfied. Our 
major premise is always: “A volume 
control is used to adjust the audio 
output of a circuit. It should not 
induce any noise of its own.” 


Various labors from time to time 
have brought forth the metallized 
resistance element, the five- 
knee-action contactor, and now the 
spiral connection to the rotor arm, 
We will try to dissect the first two 
items for you this month. 


The IRC resistance element con- 
sists of o bakelite base with a Metal- 
lized coating bonded ta its surface 
We use bakelite for the element 
because it dces not absorb moisture 
like fiber or paper and’ is more 
stable. We apply the metallized 
resistance material on the bakelite 
by an accurately controlled process. 
If the control is to have o linear 
curve, i.e: a resistance. increase 
directly proportional to rotation, we 
use only a single resistance material 
If the control is topered, i.e.: a re- 
sistance curve of varying slope, we 
use from 2 to 5 materials of differ. 
ing specific resistance. The import- 
‘ant point is that all of these mater- 


ials are applied so that they blend 
nicely to make a quiet element. Our 
24 years’ experience. in applying 
resistance coatings is helpful here. 

Once you have a good element, it 
must be securely mounted, both 
mechanically and electrically. We 
use only silver plated rivets for this 
important job. 

Now, what is the best way to 
make contact to this resistance sur- 
face? There is one school of thought 
which contends that there should be 
Ao wiping ction on the resistance 
strip, that this will wear the element 
out. In our opinion this theory is 
correct with regard to contrals hav- 
ing soft carbon elements. Our 
metallized coating, however, is oc- 
tually herder than the contactor. 
After "20 years’ service’ on life 
test the element shows less wear 
than the metal contact fingers. So 
use a wiping action here. Dust 
oF grit is wiped out of the woy by 
@ moving contact; it is pressed into 
the element by ‘a plain. pressure 
contact 

The reason for 5 separate con- 
toct fingers is easy—eath finger is 
independent of its neighbor, follows 
its own path, ond adjusts itself, just 
like the knee-action on your car, to 
any minute inequolities on the ele- 
ment. A single flat or “Tine” con- 
ict, either wiping or pressure type, 
con't do this; it only hits the high 
spots. 

Toke the cover off and examine 
the next control you buy. Your 
speech input amplifier deserves a 
good one.
